Churchill Found Russia Receptive

WASHINGTON, March 14 (UP) 
~Foreign Aid Chief Harold E. 
Stassen said today President 
Eisenhower ‘will propose in a 
special message to Congress next 
month a “significant increase” 
in United States economic aid 
to Asia. 

He told reporters after a 
meeting with the President, that 
the Administration program will 
include provisions for helping 
free Asian countries develop 
peacetime uses of atomic energy. 
Included in the aid program, he 
said, will be the entire “arc of 
free Asia,” extending from Af- 
ghanistan to Japan and Korea. 

Mr. Eisenhower told Congress 
today, in his semi-annual report 
on the mutual security program, 
that the United States is now 
pumping the bulk of its aid into 
economically retarded areas, es- 
pecially in Asia, as the best way 
to build the free world’s strength, 

Population Trend. 

The President’s report, cov- 
ering foreign aid operations dur- 
ing the last half of 1954, point- 
ed out that “underdeveloped 
countries hold the bulk of the 


Eisenhower said, the United 
States must be “deeply con- 
cerned with the stability of these 
countries” and with helping 
them achieve the economic 
growth necessary to raise their 
living standards and move to- 
tre free democratic govern- 
ment. 


Stassen reported to Mr. Eisen- 
hower on his just-completed 
30,000-mile trip through seven 
Asian countries. 


He declined to give figurés on 
the Asian aid program pending 
Mr, Eisenhower’s message to 
Congress. But he said that it 
will be fitted into the over-all 
total of $3,500,000,000 which the 
budget earmarked for foreign 
economic and military aid fn the 
1956 fiscal year starting July 1. 


Stassen conceded that the 
Asian aid program has been re- 
duced from the sweeping plan 
he first proposed last fall. Sec- 
retary of the Treasury George 
M. Mumphrey successfully op- 
posed any sharp increase in 
United States outlays for Asian 


Significant Increase. 


Stassen said the reduced pro- 
gram will still amount to a “sig- 
nificant increase” over what this 
country has previously spent on 
Asian aid. 

Countries to beuefit from the 
program, he said, include Af- 
'ghanistan, Pakistan, India, Cey- 
lon, Burma, Thailand, Malaya, 
Indonesia, Viet Nam, Cambodia, 
Laos, the Philippines, Formosa, 
Korea and Japan. 

In his report to Congress, Mr. 
Eisenhower said that in the last 
six months of United States aid 
activity “there was a significant 
acceleration of operations in 
Asia ... where Communism is 
stepping up its efforts of ex- 
pansion.”

EAST GRAND FORKS, Minn., 
March 14 (AP)—Death yester- 
day ended. tHe helpless exis- 
tence of Mary Patricia Enright, 
13 years old, who lay paralyzed 
for longer than three years and 
unconscious much of the time. 

The girl was in a coma for 
a year after a truck hit her 
March 4, 1952, injuring her 
brain. Since then her eyes had 
been open most of the time and 
she watched persons in her 
room. 

Her mother, Mrs. James. En- 
right, said Mary Patricia re- 
cently had seemed more alert 
and even seemed to smile at 
times. But she tould move only 
slightly, and spoke only a few 
halting words. 

“I was just beginning to have 
a little more fun with her be- 
cause she seemed happier,” said 
Mrs. Enright. 

The girl was in and out of 
hospitals the first two years fol- 
lowing the tragedy. She had 
been at home the last year and 
entered a hospital yesterday 
after she developeti a cough. 
Doctors drained mucus from her 
throat but Mary Patricia died 
about two hours later.

Loyalty Over Fear 

Witnesses before congressional committees 
henceforth may be more sure that they will be 
treated as American citizens under the Bill of 
Rights rather than as grist for unethical politi- 
cal exploitation. The House Rules Committee 
unanimously approved a resolution by Demo- 
cratic Representative Doyle of California show- 
ing an improved spirit on Capitol Hill. 

The Doyle proposal would still permit commit- 
tees to draw up their own rules, but these would 
have to be in conformity with general guides to 
be set forth by the Rules Committee for the pro- 
tection of witnesses. It may be, as The New 
York Times said, that this is the minimum Con- 
gress can do to protect its own reputation against 
defilement by its committees. But if the Rules 
Committee follows the pattern in Senate Resolu- 
tion 15, it would be hard to ask much more. 

S. Res. 15, submitted by Missouri’s Senator 
Hennings, is now before the Senate’s Committee 
on Rules and Administration. It is a realistic 
measure to eliminate specific abuses by such 
men as Senator MceCarthy—abuses not only of 
witnesses but also of Senators. 

It bans one-man proceedings, placing responsi- 
bility always in the hands of @ majority of a 
committee's members. It requires 16 hours’ no- 
tice (96 hours outside Washington) from the 
chairman of any héarings, and insists that the 
subject shall be stated “clearly and with partic- 
ularity.” No revelation of executive proceedings 
shall be made without 24 hours notice and with- 
out majority approval. The professional and 
clerical staff of a committee is to be employed 
only with majority approval. 

More important is Senator Hennings’s recogni- 
tion of the rights of witnesses. They shall have, 
first of all, “the right to be accompanied by 
counsel, of their own choosing, who shall have 
the right to advise witnesses of their legal rights 
and to make objections concerning the propriety 
of questions and matters of procedure.” At least 
24 hours before testifying, a witness shall be 
told thé “subject of the hearing; at the same 
time he shall be given a bill of particulars or a 
statement of the subject matters about which 
he is to be interrogated.” 

Only reliable testimony of probative value 
shall be considered. Further, privileged commu- 
nications “shall be scrupulously observed.” Wit- 
nesses shall be permitted to make oral or writ- 
ten statements. This right is extended also to 
those who may be adversely affected by evidence. 

The committee shall first consider the relia- 
bility of such testimony in executive session, 
and if it is to be used at a public hearing, the 
affected person shall have advance notice. He 
shall also have the right to testify in his own 
behalf. And sources of adverse information must 
be disclosed unless this would endanger security. 

It is surprising, in a way, that any member of 
Congress should feel it necessary to spell out 
such fundamental rules of fair play. But the real 
surprise is that they should have been ignored 
as they were in the last few years. 

There is an old maxim that a government can- 
not hope for loyalty if it is feared rather than 
respected and admired. Congressional inquisi- 
tions did bring fear and distrust into many 


. minds. This is something for Congress to change. 
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Speaking of Curiosity 

The assessment problem in St. Louis county 
is daily becoming more of an eye-opener. 

St. Louis county voters have been exposed to 
the spectacle of a Supervisor who is not much 
inclined to supervise, an Assessor who will not 
assess, a Board of Equalization that has done 
little equalizing. And now they are hearing 
from a Tax Collector who is braying that he will 
not be able to do much collecting if the county 
attacks the assessment problem in accordance 
with the notice of the Missouri Tax Commission. 

Perhaps St. Louis County’s Circuit Court grand 
jury ought to look into this dreary inertia in the 
Courthouse. And while the jury is on the job, 
it might see what assessments some of the Court- 
house crowd enjoys. The public is curious. 
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‘Important’ But Not ‘Essential’ 

The Baltimore Sun.is one of the most reliable 
Newspapers in the country when it comes to 
printing news. For this reason special signifi- 
cance attaches to, the Sun’s report that civilians 
are quietly being evacuated from the Quemoy 
and Matsu groups of islands. These are the 
offshore islands seemingly riext in line for Red 
Chinese pressure following Chiang Kai-shek’s 
evacuation of the Tachens under the protection 
of the United States Seventh Fleet. 

If the Quemoys and Matsus are already in 
process of being-evaeuated, a danger spot is by 
way of being removed from the Formosan area. 
These islands lie so close te the mainland that 
the nearest is no more than five miles away. 
Such proximity makes them for all practical pur- 
poses geographically, a8 well as historically, a 
part of continental China. It would be tragic 
and worse to start up a war over the issue of 
which of the-two Chinas oceupies these islands. 

A careful reading of Mr. Eisenhower’s requést 
for possible emergency suthority to act in pro- 
tection of Formosa and the Pescadores shows 
that the President himself did not overstate the 
urgency of holding the Quemoys and Matsus. 
What he said was that “it is important that these 
islands should remain in friendly hands.” 

The Post-Dispatch’s military analyst, Brig. 
Gen. (Ret.) Thomas R. Phillips, points out in 
The Reporter magazine that President Eisenhow- 
er did not use the word “essential” much less 
the word “vital.” 
meaning for military planners. Thus it might 
well be “important”—to use the President’s word 
—to keep the islands in friendly hands but not 
“esseftial” and in no way whatever “vital.” 

The stake of the United States in Formosa has 
been plainly asserted. We have no such stake 
in the Quemoys and Matsus. The Baltimore Sun’s 
report of the evacuation of civilians from the 
latter is good news. It should be followed by 
the evacuation of Chiang’s troops.

Funds Now—a Secretary Can Wait 
A Federal Office of Education, represented by 
a Secretary with full Cabinet status, is being 
urged by Earl J. McGrath, formerly ‘United 
States- Commissioner of Education and now 
president of the University of Kansas City. Obvi- 
ously Mr. McGrath is not satisfied with the new 
Department of Health, Welfare and Education 
under its first Secretary, Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby.

The proposal 
is likely to be heard over and over again now 
that local communities and their states believe

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Mr. Eisenhower Can Clear the Air 

President Eisenhower easily can cut the 
ground from under the Democratic income-tax 
choppers in the Senate. The President only 
needs to say he will not recommend any tax cuts 
next year until the federal budget is balanced, 
unless the economy is in a decline and new pur- 
chasing power is needed to head off economic 
trouble. In that case balancing the budget would 
be less of a concern than how. 

The immediate incentive for the $20-a-person 
cut proposed and passed in the House was Mr. 
Eisenhower's own words in his 1955 State of the 
Union message, delivered in person to Congress 
last Jan. 6. The Chief Executive said: 


It is now clear that defense and other 
essential Government costs must remain at 
levels precluding tax reductions this year. 

Further tax cuts will be possible when 
justified by lower expenditures and by reve- 
nue arising from the nation’s 
economic . I am hopeful that such 
reductions can be made next year. 


This Eisenhower opposition to tax cuts in the 
first session of the new Democratic Congress 
stands out in sharp contrast to his statement in 
his 1954 State of the Union message, when the 
Republicans ran Congress, that “tax cuts can 
and will be made.” And the Democratic major- 
ity thought it saw jockeying for political advan- 
tage by the White House in Mr. Eisenhower's 
“hope” that he could recommend “reductions” 
in the presidential election year of 1956. 

‘The. Eisenhower-Humphrey position thus has 
an appearance of being one that is not opposed 
to tax cuts and further dislocation of the budget. 
It appears to be rather one that wants the Re- 
publicans to propose the cuts and take credit 
for them in political campaigns as in 1952. 

This, we say, {8 an appearance of the present 
situation. Mr. Eisenhower can knock it out with 
one short statement. All he needs to do is to 
say that se long as he is President he will rec- 
ommend no tax cuts and oppose those recom- 
mended by others so long as the economy is not 
in a decline and the budget still needs balane- 
ing. Such a statement would greatly help defeat 
the proposed cuts. 


Thin Paving for the Money 

A toad bill which has little bearing on real 
road needs has been approved tentatively in the 
Missouri House. The measure would increase 
state aid to county roads by $8,000,000 a year. It 
would do this by diverting from general reve- 
nues half of the sales tax on motor vehicles, 
less the percentage allotted to schools. 

Unlike the gasoline tax, which is paid by road 
users, the vehicle sales tax is a poor measure of 
actual use of roads. Evén if this were not so, it 
would be unfair to use this tax primarily for 
rural roads. St. Louis, for example, has about one 
sixth of the vehicles registered in Missouri, and 
this would contribute most heavily to roads 
which few St. Louisans ever see. 

Certainly rural Missouri needs better roads— 
so does the whole state. But the question which 
sponsors of the new legislation ought to answer 
is this: How is the present 10-year state road 
program unfair? The state has begun to add 
12,000 miles of supplementary roads to its main- 
tenance. This will put nearly every farm and 
rural school within two miles of a state road. 

When Missouri is struggling to pay for im- 
provements on even the most heavily traveled 
highways, there is no good reason to divert 
eight millions in general revenue to county roads 
without any real plan for replacing those funds. 
Missourians have consistently refused to vote 
for state subsidies for local roads. And right now 
the state cannot afford to spread its money as 
thinly as the gravel which the House bill would 
spread on some county roads.

It looks as if that Soviet delegation of farm 
experts is going to be permitted to visit Iowa 
for a study of the corn-hog economy. 

According to the Associated Press, it is a 
“safe bet” that the State Department will grant 
permission for this visit, as moved by The Des 
Moines Register and seconded by the President. 

The decision is one to be heartily applauded, 
but the reason advanced for it is disappointing. 
According to the Associated Press, the reason is 
that State Department officials believe the Rus- 
sians secretly want this country to reject its of- 
fers to exchange visitors, so that Communist 
propagandists can then yell “iron curtain.” Our 
clever diplomats are going to cross them up, in 
this case, by accépting instead.

What will serve American interests and the 


cause of peace but according to what will dis- 
please or confound the Russians is not only 
childish but irresponsible. For it implies that 
the initiative shall be left with the Russians, that 
Washington’s role shall be to reflect a rather 
feeble reverse echo to Mostow. 

There are sound and sufficient reasons for in- 
viting Russians to study American agriculture, 
and even for senditig Americans to look at Soviet 
farms. The reasons are that this is the way of 
nations at peace; that contacts between nations 
break down barriers and dispel unfounded sus- 
picions; that the development of mutual confi- 
dence and respect in small ways may lead to the 
larger and deeper comity which is essential to 
peace and sécurity. 

It is for such reasons as these, not for the 
thwarting of Soviet propaganda, that the State 
Department ought to open the doors to Soviet 
farm experts. Why not say so?

What’s most odd about the proposal to change 
London’s Park Lane into Park Lane Boulevard 
is that the idea was hatched in the London 
County Council which headquarters in Lambeth 
on the other, the un-fancy side of the Thames.

A Statement From the Office of Senator Paul H. Douglas of Illinois 


-- Who is proposing amending the Nat- 
ural Gas Act? 

The so-called independent producers 
of natural gas ate continuing their ef- 
forts to escape reasonable regulation of 
the prices charged for the natural gas 
they sell in interstate commerce for ul- 
timate public consumption. 

Ever since the Natural Gas Act was 
passed in 1938, these producers have 
avoided regulation through litigation, 
legislative efforts and in some instances 
through appoint- 
ments to the Feder- 
al Power Commis- 
sion. The produc- 
ers have had bills 
to remove them- 
selves from federal 
regulation in every 


su 
Eighty - first Con- 
gress had not Pres- 
ident Truman ve- 
toed the Kerr bill. 
Following the de- 
cision of the Su- 
preme Court on June 7, 1954 in the 
Phillips Petroleum case, the FPC was 
no longer able to side-step enforcement 
of the law. Because they have been 
finally brought to book, producers are 
redoubling their efforts to thwart reg- 
ulation by amendment of the Natural 
Gas Act in this Congress. 


How would such amendment affect 
the consumers of natural gas? 

The price of gas in the gas fields 
where it enters the interstate carrier 
affects the price of gas sold at the other 
end of the line to the distributing utility 
and to the ultimate consumer. 


Who furnishes gas to the interstate 
pipeline companies? 


In Be yess 1953, pipeline companies 
purch from their affiliates and pro- 
duced from their own reserves about 
21.5 per cent of their total gas require- 
m . They purchased the balance of 
approximately 78.5 per cent from the 
so-called independent producers who 
would be exempt from federal rate reg- 
ulation if the legislation is enacted. 


Who are the independent producers? 


In number, there are about 4100 pro- 
ducers selling gas to pipeline com- 
panies; however, seven producers sup- 
ply one third of the total and 100 pro- 
ducers more than 85 per cent of the 
total. In other words, a few large 
producers, mostly major oil companies, 
make most of the sales of gas. 


Do the 4100 producers compete with 
each other in the sale of gas. : 


All of the competition in the gas 
fields is between buyers seeking a sup- 
ply of gas. Nearly 70 per cent of the 
4000 producers are very small producers 
having wells only in the Appalachian 
area and they provide in the aggregate 
less than .3 of 1 per cent of the total 
gas sold to interstate pipelines. 

The opportunity of pipeline com- 
panies to purchase additional gas to 
meet increasing demand is limited to 
fields in close proximity to existing 
pipelines unless large volumes of re- 
serves can be secured. The claim that

other to sell gas to pipeline companies 
is without practical substance. It is 
equivalent to saying that the grocers 
in Richmond, Va., are in com 
with the grocers in Dallas, Tex. 


Are not the consumers protected 
against price increases by the long-term 
contracts between pipeline companies 
and independent producers? 

A large share of the contracts be- 
tween pipeline companies and producers 
contain vario kinds of escalation

Has the FPC previously regulated the 
prices charged by these producers? 

No, as pointed out earlier, the pro- 
ducers have been able to thwart regula- 
tion by the commission. During this

In the last 
three years it has practically doubled 
and in some instances tripled. 


Have the increases in field price been 
reflected in increases in rates to con- 
sumers? 


Yes, the Federal Power Commission 
has been swamped with applications by 
pipeline companies in the last four 

ears for increases in their rates which 


been brought by increase in the field 
gas. The avérage increase in 
the United States in the retail cost per 
therm of natural gas over the period 
1951-1953 has been 20 per cent. 


Is it a fact that only about 16 per 
cent of the average gas bill gees to the 
producer? 


No, it is misleading to claim that the 
producer receives only 10 per cent of 
the average bill. In 1953 the average 
price paid to producers by pipeline com- 
panies was 9.1 cents per thousand cubic 
feet. The average revenue received for 
natural gas sold to consumers by util- 
ities in that year was 4.2 cents per 
therm which approximates 42 cents per 
thousand cubic feet. The producer re- 
ceived approximately 22 per cent of 
the total amount paid by the consumer. 


Is federal regulation necessary to 
keep gas rates at reasonable levels? 


Unless the price of gas entering the 
interstate line is regulated all that sub- 
sequent regulation can accomplish is 
to pass on the increased field cost of 
gas in higher retail gas rates. 


Why should the price of gas be reg- 
ulated when coal, cil, grain and most 
other commodities are not regulated? 


The purpose of regulation is to limit 
profits of monopolies to reasonable 
levels. Because the supply of natural 
gas is mostly owned by a relatively few 
corporations and because only one prac- 
tical transportation medium is avail- 
able, namely, pipelines, Congress de- 
termined in 1938 that the natural gas 
business was affected with a public in- 
terest and should be regulated. 

Will Federal regulation conflict with 
state conservation regulation? 

The Natural Gas Act prohibits regula- 
tion by the commission of the physical 
activities of production and gathering. 
In the commission’s Order 174-B pre- 
scribing rules and regulations for the 
so-called independent producers, the 
commission specifically provided that 
its rules were not intended as interfer- 
ing or intended to interfer with valid 
conservation orders of a state agency.

What is the meaning of a religious 
symbol? Not just the explanation of 
how and why it came into being, but 
why it took this or that particular form 
or expression, why it has the power to 
persist from generation to generation 
for thousands of years? 

If you are interested in such abstruse 
questions you will find Professor Good- 
enough’s study of Jewish Symbols in 
the Greco-Roman richly reward- 
ing. Though he here deals primarily 
with Jewish religious symbols, the same 
methodology could be applied to other 
religions, and indeed study does 
throw some light on the origin of sév- 
eral Christian symbols which were de- 
rived from earlier Jewish cults, 


Selecting an even half dozen Jewish 
religious symbols—the Menorah (a 
seven pronged eandelabra), the Torah 
Shrine (the ark in synagogues housing 
the biblical scrolls), the Lulav aid Eth- 
rog (palm leaves and lemon), the Sho- 
far (ram’s horn), and the incense shovel 
—the author poses these questions: How, 
when and why did these objects first 
enter as symbols into Jewish religious 
life, and what has been their symbolic 
value in the past and through the ages? 
To the orthodox it will come as a sur- 
prise that these specific objects once 
were funerary symbols found on the 
tombstones of Jews in the Greco-Roman 
period. 


This reviewer, though fascinated by 
the material and its presentation, found 
the book slightly disappointing because 
it didn’t give answers to certain ques- 
tions posed. In fact, the author himself 
was aware of this, for in a footnote he 
states, “I have a feeling throughout 
my exposition in these volumes that I 
am skirting, rather than exploring many 
of the problems included.” 


Granted, for instance, that the Me- 
norah (seven pronged candelabra) can 
be traced to its Babylonic origin, the 
questions then arise: What did it signi- 
fy to the Babylonians? What need did 
it fill in the emotional and psychic 
make-up of the Jews that they should 
have borrowed it, and why should this 
lend-lease item have persisted for 4000 
years in Jewish religious life? 


The chapter on the Shofar (ram’s 
horn), interesting and scholarly though 
it is, raises more questions than it an- 
swers. I, for one, felt the author did in- 
justice to a study of the Shofar by Theo- 
dore Reik, dismissing it in a footnote. 
Throughout the book, one has the feel- 
ing that in spite of all his disavowals, 
Professor Goodenough leans toward the 
Freudian explanations but just can’t 
bring himself to say so. 


The Bollingen series published by the 
Pantheon Press is rendering invaluable 
service to American scholarship. As 
usual with books bearing their imprint, 
this volume is beautifully bound, artis- 
tically printed. The research and pho- 
gn made available here to the pub- 
lic will be of great value to historians, 
theologians, and to amateur browsers in 
religious anthropology.

Psychiatrist Says Field Gets 
but ‘Minimal Fraction’ of 
Medical Research Funds.

Treatment of mental ailments 
would improve. tremendously in 
the next 10 years if as much 
money were spent for research 
in this field as goes into other 
branches of medical research, 
Dr. Edwin F. Gildea ya yes- 
terday. 

Dr. Gildea, professor of psy- 
ehiatry at Washington Univer- 
sity School of Medicine, was one 
of seven psychiatrists who took 
part in a medical forum spon- 
sored by the St. Louis Medical 
Society and the Globe-Democrat. 

In the forum, first of.four to

Patching Traffic Areas 
on Floors 


NE of the disadvantages of 
() pacing a floor is that sooner 

or later you start to wear 
away the finish of the floor from 
the area in which you pace, If 
you continue to pace you will 
eventually wear away the floor 
but this takes a good deal of 
pacing and really doesn’t con- 
cern us at this time. What we are 
interested. in is what to do about 


‘that worn finish short of doing 


the entire floor over. 
Needless to 


give in the areas 
where traffic is heavy, it should 
be attended to at once. If you 
let it go too long, dirt will get 
worked into the wood and the 
next peg Fey know you'll have 
a major refinishing job on your 
hands. 

First thing to do with the worn 
area is to wash it clean with 
mild soap and warm water. 
Don’t use too much water and 
rinse the area after cleaning with 
clean warm water and a clean 
cloth. Allow the area to dry and 
then sand it smooth. Start out 
using a medium grade sandpaper. 
After ohe going over with this 
switch to a fine ae — 
end up using a very fine grade.

When you 
sand, be sure that you catch the 
edges of the surrounding finish 
for you want to smooth out these 
edges and give them a slight ta- 
per to make a nice joint with 
the patch.

Emotion and Muscles 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


OU have probably noticed your voice skidding up into 

the higher register, even becoming high-pitched and 

squeaky, when you are under particular strain. This 
illustrates the effect of emotions on muscle—in this case, 
the muscle hitched to your vocal cords. Similarly, erho- 
tions can cause muscular aches and pains. 

Getting back to the instance of your voite rising, ordi- 
marily these muscles are relaxed except during speech. 
When you talk in an ordinary tone, nerve impulses tighten 
the vocal cord muscles at the time you produce the sound. 
Then they relax. 

During extreme emotion, such as stage fright or anger, 
many more nerve impulses than usual are bombarding the 
vocal cord muscles. Instead of being relaxed in the mo- 
ments of silence between speech, they remain tense. This 
makes the vocal cords tighter than usual during speech. 
Your voice becomes higher. 


* 

THIS SAME SORT of thing can affect other body 
muscles. Hostility or anger overflows from the emotional 
center into nerves going to muscles of the neck, arms, legs 
or the back. 

For instance, when someone insults you, your natural 
reaction is to hit him. Your so¢ial training prevents this by 
sending out a restraining impulse. The hitting impulses go 
out to the muscle anyway. This results in a muscular stale- 
mate. Your muscles are tensed and consuming more energy. 
They may become tired even though you haven't used them 
a lot but have felt angry or hostile all day. This is one 
réason why you feel so tired after an emotionally trying day 
on the job or at the office. You feel as if you had been 
“through the mill.” 

If you don’t relax during the evening, the same sort 
of thing can trouble your sleep. The “not hitting” impulses 
which come from your social training disappear during 
sleep. So, if your muscles are left with the impulses to con- 
tract, the desire to fight comes out in tossing around, crush- 
ing pillows, and gritting teeth. This disturbs sleep, prevents 
adequate rest, and may even cause your muscles to feel 
sore in the morning. 


x «xk * 

PEOPLE VARY a good deal in how they reaet to emo- 
tional tension. If the head muscles happen to be most sus- 
ceptible to this nervous tension then, headache occurs. It 
usually comes on toward the end of the day. In this way, 
people or things can.actually give you a pain in the neck, 
and similarly, backache. Angry or defensive attitudes are 
particularly apt to find expression in the spinal muscles. 

Heat and massage of the tired, aching muscles will give 

temporary relief. Getting rid of the hostile, angry feelings 
is the real answer. Solving the trouble-making situation is 
a.permanent way out. Using your muscles in games, such 
as golf or handball, sometimes helps. Walking before or 
after work, especially for desk-job people, sometimes helps. 
Diversions of various sorts including the usual hobbies are 
another help. 
\ Incidentally, aversion to a task, doing a job you don’t 
like, may set up conflicting impulses through muscles. This 
interferes with co-ordination. Unusual clumsiness can 
spring from hostility and anger. By interfering with trained 
muscular co-ordination, accidents result from emotional up- 
sets or dislike of work. This can also happen while driving 
a car in rush-hour traffic. The driver who is in emotional 
turmoil, impatient and angry, is almost an accident waiting 
to happen. 

Not all muscle aches are due to emotion. Sudden severe 
muscle pain, especially in shoulders and back, may be due 
to an infection, a myositis. It will yield often to medical 
treatment of diathermy, ———- or local injection of 
anesthetic solution.

It is timed, of course, so as to 
impress on our French friends 
the need for ratifying the 
present European defense 
agreements and the President 
emphasizes séveral points of 
interest to France. His state- 
ment that within NATO all 
contributions of armed forces 
are kept in balance for defense 
purposes and not for aggres- 
sion should be reassuring.

THE FRENCH quite natural- 
ly are worried. They remember 
that in the past, once Gefmany 
began to rearm and to rebuild 
its war industries, it was short- 
ly again embarked on a desire 
to control the world. That de- 
sire is the really dangerous 
motivation which brought 
about Nazism, and which to- 
day is affecting the Soviet 
Union. Once you begin to 
think as a nation that you are 
destined to rule the world, you 
are no longer a safe neighbor. 

It is all-important for us 
who are building up our mil- 
itary and economic power to 
remember how natural it is for 
other nations to fear that the 
growth of power will lead a 
nation to hope for world dom- 
ination. That fear will breed 
suspicion, and eventually co- 
alition, against any nation that 
builds up tremendous force 
which can be used for aggres- 
sion. 


THERE is me gtiestion in 
my mind that the people of the 
United States have no desire 
to control the rest of the 
world. But we should not for- 
get that as we grow in strength 
we may inspire this fear in the 
minds of other nations. The 
Soviet Union has inspired that 
fear in the West and in the 
U.S.A., so we must not forget 
the reverse of the picture.
